Allies or by the Aaerlean people, particularly the U.8, Congress. 

The conrenation turned to the British Torelgn Secretary's current Inropean 
tour. Mr. Polles said that he had jxwt reeslTsd a message from Mr. Men suggesting / 
a meeting In London of the Vine Povers dm Septeaber 22. Is found the Men aeesags ^ 
eaong the papers on his desk end read to tho Aabassador certain passages from It, ' 
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among them that Mr* Iden had fouM wholehearted eipport among the Beaelnz 
Mlnietere for a policy of integrating Qermany into the West and of obtaining a 
German contribution to its defence; that the Gezman Chancellor attached import¬ 
ance to come kind of German political integration into Xorope; that Hen hoped 
by modification and e^>ancion of the Bruccelc Pact,to Inelnde Germany and Italy, 
to achiere cnch an integration wherein the U.I* would participate eqoally with 
Trance and Germany; thatthere be a line-Power Conference on September 22 in 
London to precede the HdTO Ministerial meeting.

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The Ambassador asked whether, putting aside Congressional disapproral of 
anything lese than ZDC to achiere German integration into the defense of Western 
Xorope, the Secretary's rlews were that something along the lines of the lien 
proposals, that is, German entry into BATO with commitments under the Brosselo 
Pact, would be desirable in the clreuastances* The Secretary immediately inter¬ 
posed that he did not wish to gire the Ambassador the iiQ)ression that it was 
only the Congress which had grare misgirings about any Xoropean solution other 
than XDC; that he, himself, shared these rlews. The Secretary continued that 
we had glren specific assurances to the XDC countries last spring regarding U.S. 
support in Xorope when XDC became a reality, le added that the Trench Qoremment 
should not expect that these assurances would be giren in other elrouastanoss. 

The Secretary said that we had rery little information about the Xden proposals 
other than the message from which he had just read. We would not, of course. 


do anything to hinder the Xoropean nations from arrirlng at the beat solution 
possible in the light of the Trench rejection of XDC, which was to hare fonMd 
the political basis for an effect ire lATO military defense, but that Xorope could 
not expect the same stqpport from the T7.S. that it had been prepared to gire to 
a true Xoropean coxaunlty. mfi T *" 
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The Ambassador said that if there was any MWt of withdrawal of TT.S. troops 
or withdrawal of support for the Western Xoropean defense efforts this would, 
of course, hare a rery adrerse affect iqpon the possibilities of German entry into 
HATO. le added that the Trench Premier would hare s sufficiently difficult time 
getting the Trench Assembly to agree to German entry into HATO under present 
circumstances and that without assurances of continuing American presence and 
support in Xorope his task would be next to io^ossible. The Ambassador in assuming 
that the Bonn Conrentions were no longer applicable aSked whether, in the Secretary's 
view, the British still expected to hold reserve powers when Germany was granted 
her sovereignty. Mr, Dalles replied that while he did not know tlM British position, 
we did not feel that the Geraans should be asked to leave reserreapowers to the >
